Within  the  Social  and  Behavioral  Sciences  Division,  is  the 
Mental  Health  Associate  Program  in  which  students  train  in 
a  human  relations  curriculum  of  such  courses  as  crisis  inter- 
vention, gerontology,  interviewing  and  counseling,  learning 
and  behavior,  among  others.  Graduates  from  this  program 
receive  the  Associate  in  Applied  Science  Degree, 
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The  College  Transfer  Program  allows  stu- 
dents to  complete  the  first  two  years  of  a  four- 
year  degree  at  a  reasonable  cost.  During  these 
two  years,  students  will  be  prepared  for  the 
transfer  with  courses  to  increase  their  knowl- 
edge in  their  areas  of  study.  Western  Pied- 
mont coordinates  with  four-year  institutions  to 
insure  that  students  concentrate  their  efforts 
on  those  courses  that  will  directly  benefit  their 
preparatory  work.
